BOSTON (^—Residents of Mas­ 
sachusetts were ask ed today to 
pray for rain in a proclamation 
by Gov. Foster Furcolo, who 
de­ 
scribed a two-month drought 
as 


* increasing in alarming 
pro po r­ 
tions.” 
At the same fime, the Most Rev. 
Richard J. Cushing, Catholic 
arch­ 
bishop 
0# Boston, directed priests 
in his jurisdiction to recite a pray­ 
er for rain in their daily Masses. 
With no appreciable rain fore 
cast, 
drastic 
water 
restrictions 
were expected to be imposed on 
24 million persons in the 27 cities 
and towns in metropolitan Boston 
as the only means of protecting 
public health and safety. 
The curbs would stop car wash­ 
ing, the filling of swimming pools 
and limit all forms of outdoor use 
of water. 
The State Department of Public 
Health has declared a water short­ 
age emergency in 32 other Bay 
State cities and towns. This per­ 
mits local water boards to shut off 
the supply of persons who disre­ 
gard conservative directives. 
Gov. Furcolo also directed the 
extension of rain-mak ing opera­ 
tions to 11 drought-strick en sec­ 
tors. At present cloud-seeding ap­ 
paratus is set up only in Bristol 
and Plymouth counties.

LISBON — Eight deaths were 
reported from tuberculosis in the 
county health district during the 
six-month period this year ending 
July 1, a semi-annual report of 
the Columbiana County Tubercu 
lo6is Clinic shows. 
During this period, 44 cases of 
TB were reported to the clinic. 
There were a total of 625 TB 
registered cases for the first six- 
month period. The break down in­ 
cludes: 137, active and reintfec 
tiou; six, active-primary; 373, in­ 
active; 13 activity undetermined; 
seven, non-pulmonary; and 89 oth 
er types. 
There were 13 oases admitted to 
TB hospitals during this period, 
seven, nin-pulmonary; and 89 oth- 
sax readmissions. Twenty-four oas­ 
es were discharged, 15 with med 
ical advise, five against medical 
advise and four expired. 
The clinic performed follow-up 
service on 32 patients, made 1,632 
visits and 667 auxiliary visits, and 
gave TB medication to 94 per­ 
sons.

Moscow 'Youth' Festival 
There has been no official notice of its pass­ 
ing in the United States, but there is a noticea­ 
ble absence of fear that the Communist con­ 
spiracy may find easy going 
among 
young 
Americans. 
The thought comes to mind in connection 
with the sixth Youth and Student Festival in 
Moscow the next two weeks. Although some 200 
U.S. students are going to attend the festival, 
despite warning by the State Department ha 
1 is a propaganda show, no one is deeply con­ 
cerned about the propaganda impact on their 
young minds. 
The Communist conspiracy long since has lost 
the glitter that attracted young Americans in 
Whittaker Chambers’ generation. There is a 
6ingular sameness about its “converts” 
and 
fellow-travelers of that,era. 
They were drawn to Marxism at a time when 
Individualism and self-reliance had been put on 
the defensive 
by 
their 
elders 
during 
the 
troubled ’20s and ’30s. They were looking for a 
new hope to replace the hope that had been 
shattered by the depression years in America. 
They did not find new hope in Russian Com­ 
munism; they were as frustrated by it as they 
had been by disappointment iff their own sys­ 
tem. Today, they are middle-aged. They have 
not been replaced by a Mowing generation of 
young Americans. 
Russian 
Communism, 
itself, 
has 
grown 
middle-aged and disenchanted. It has shown in 
Hungary that it cannot command the support of 
young minds. It has shown everywhere that 
it is hard-bitten and cynical—not an ideology 
at all but a system of state-imposed discipline 
imposed by aging reactionaries defending the 
privileges of power.

High Price Of Eating 
* 
The latest rise in the consumer price {n- 
dex—another one-half of one per cent — re­ 
flects the steadily - rising cost of eating more 
than any other single factor. 
The irony of this is that the cost of food, 
4 as far as food producers are concerned, still is 
too low. Prices received by farmers have been 
rising slowly but steadily since their postwar 
low in 1956, but they still are not close to 
the place where agriculture’s parity ratio would 
be satisfactory. 
The parity ratio, as determined by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, is the ratio of prices 
received by farmers to prices paid by farm­ 
ers, including interest, taxes and wages rates. 
It reached an average of 82 last year, com­ 
pared with its all - time high of 115 in 1947. 
Despite the rising price of food, the ratio this 
year has stood at 82 or less, because prices paid 
by farmers have been rising at the same rate 
as prices received. 
Much of the increase in food prices is ac­ 
counted for by increases in costs of processing 
and handling. These are of no benefit to pro­ 
ducers of food. Yet they cause food producers’ 
costs to rise, because every time the consumer 
index goes up the cost of everything farmers 
buy inches upward too. 
The surest way to reverse the upward trend 
of the consumer index would be to reverse the 
upward trend of food prices. But if this were 
done at the expense of food producers, it would 
be an economic disaster. They are barely hold­ 
ing their own as it is.

sons whose rights were denied. 


ASIDE FROM the right of all 
citizens to vote, the pending “civil 
rights’ ’bill is designed to defend 
the iwdivduai whose constitutional 
rights may be infringed by any 
state action or by anyone else. 
Up to now, it has been the rule 
that the federal government could 
not intervene to protect freedom of 
the press unless the injury was in­ 
flicted by state action. 
There was no way of proceed­ 
ing against individuals or organ­ 
izations like labor unions. 
The “civil rights” bill, ‘however 
as passed by the House, is intend­ 
ed to permit the federal govern­ 
ment, through the Department of 
Justice, to take up the cudgels 
against private citizens who inter­ 
fere with the exercise of any con­ 
stitutional right whatsoever. 
Merely by substituting, far the 
name of the aggrieved party to the 
suit, the name of the United States, 
the Department of Justice can en­ 
ter the proceedings. 
This means that, while any citi­ 
zen might himself refrsfin from 
working, he could not engage in a 
concerted plan with one or moxe 


had contracts and which were not 
directly involved in the dispute 
walked out and forced the closing 
of the plants. 
A case of breach of contract 
might have been made under state 
laws but Department of Justice of­ 
ficials said at the time there was 
no way the federal government 
could become a party to any pro­ 
ceeding to punish the conspiracy.

The Taft - Hartley Act, for in­ 
stance, gives the worker the right 
to refrain from joining a union or, 
if he is a union member, to choose 
not to join with the strikers in 
ceasing work. 
If the union majority or its agents 
should attempt to force a reluctant 
employe to stay away from work 
or if he is injured because he re­ 
fuses to join the strike, the present 
federal “civil rights” statutes re­ 
lating to conspiracies might possi­ 
bly 
be 
invoked, 
assuming, 
of 
course, that there were two or 
more persons acting conceitedly to 
deprive the employe of his rights. 


UP TO NOW. it has been a ques­ 
tion whether the federal govern­ 
ment would intervene to protect 
the minority of employes in such 
circumstances. 
When a constitutional right is in­ 
fringed, however, under the pend­ 
ing “civil rights” bill as passed by 
the House, the attorney general is 
directed to get an injunction to re­ 
strain individuals or organizaions 
and to insist that, without jury 
trial, any offenders against the in­ 
junction be punished by the judge. 
So the proposed “civil rights’* 
legislation is, in some of its as­ 
pects, a throwback to the days of 
“government by injunction.” 
The labor unions fought this 
strenuously in previous years and 
now will find the way opened to 
its retoration.

The inconvenience and expense of automotive 
breakdowns on ordinary highways are multiplied 
many times in breakdowns on turnpikes. Com­ 
plaints about long delays and steep prices 
charged by private towing truck operators on 
the Ohio Turnpike have been made frequently. 
Eventually, a system will evolve to handle 
this particular problem. The Ohio Turnpike 
Commission should be able to learn something 
from other commissions, just as they aim to 
learn all they can about the way Ohio operates 
its fine toll road. 
One possibility that suggests itself, in view 
of the fact the Ohio Turnoike cannot be used 
without payment, is inclusion in the payment 
: at the user’s option of a premium for official 
Turnpike towing service, if he asked for it. The 
Turnoike Commission would end its responsi­ 
bility and private enterprise would take over 
at the nearest interchange, unless the user pre­ 
ferred to call for private towing service to 
the point of the breakdown. 
The user then could not blame the Turnpike 
Commission for his breakdown troubles.

would be delivered to the closest interchange, 
pay the Turnpike Commission what he owed 
and make his own arrangements about further 
service and repair.

A hot mustard plaster has been 
slapped on a sore place in the 
automotive setup by The Wall 
Street Journal. The Journal is so 
good at this sort of thing it always 
gets attention. 
The sore place is service, which 
has been getting sore year 
by 
year as auto manufacturers added 
and consumers demanded m o r e 
widgits and gadgets on their go- 
devils. 
Just as the “improvements” in 
body designs have raised hob with 
insurance rates, complications in 
the mechanisms of cars have been 
boosting maintenance overhead. 
Not only have service costs been 
growing, but the available supply 
of 
mechanics 
who 
have 
kept 
abreast of the complications has 
been shrinking relative 
to the 
ever-growing number of automo­ 
biles. 
According to The Wall 
Street 
Journal's sizeup, complaints from 
C 
owners are being echoed by 
dealers, who get the blame 
when owners are made unhap­ 
py by big repair bills for unsatis­ 
factory work that should not have 
had to be done at all if someone 
hadn’t goofed. 
The dealers are doing their best 
they can with the means they have 
available, but as recently as this 
year's convention of the National 
Automobile Dealers 
Assn. 
they 
were told by a scheduled speaker 
about a survey indicating they 
were laying an egg 91 per cent of 
the time by making 
customers 
sore. 
With &ill further radical chang­ 
es in cars coming up in the 1958 
models, the problem will get worse 
before it can get better. Perhaps 
nothing can be done about it. It 
may be one of the inevitable head­ 
aches that are the price of all 
progress. But customers — and 
dealers—are not going to be re­ 
conciled to it if the headache 
keeps getting worse. 
There must be a point m prog­ 
ress where designers and manu­ 
facturers become answerable to 
owners and distributors. Changes 
that are made solely for the sake 
of change would be justifiably only 
if the modern automobile were 
still a luxury. 
It is a necessity, however. It is 
indispensable.

WASHINGTON tfv-If President 
Eisenhower had lifted a finger to 
^ fight for the federal aid to educa­ 
tion bill, it seems certain he could 
have saved it. At the showdown 
he sat silent although he had been 
calling for federal aid since 1953. 
The result: A majority of his 
Republicans did Thursday exactly 
what they did last year. They 
teamed up with Southern Demo­ 
crats to kill the bill in the House. 
Republicans who favored the bill 
are sore at Eisenhower’s perform­ 
ance. 
If 
t hr e e 
Republicans 
had 
s w i t c he d their votes, the bill 
would have been saved. The vote 
was 208 to kill it, 203 to save it 
Eisenhower not only didn’t plug 
for the bill. He indirectly gave 
support to those who wanted to 
demolish it by letting it be known 
that, while he’d sign the bill if it 
passed, he wasn’t satisfied with it. 
The Republican majority tactics

Democrats in voting an antisegre­

Eisenhower, since 1953, has re­ 
peatedly called for some kind of 
federal aid to get schools built. He 
has urged action both in his State 
of the Union messages and in spe­ 
cial messages to Congress.

While the bill which went before 
the House this year was not ex­ 
actly the kind Eisenhower wanted, 
it was the only one which had a 
chance of passage this year.

THEN, THERE IS the matter 
of perspective. All of us become 
so involved in the details of daily 
living and daily business that we 
sometimes develop an incomplete, 
and even an erroneous concept of 
where we are, where we have 
come from, and where we are 
heading.

OH, WE HAVE haC. our petty 
area dictators and our 
political 
bosses, to be sure. They lived out 
their brief careers by catering to 
the chosen few and exploiting the 
downright political laziness of the 
many. But no great national lead­ 
er has ever made the play for 
absolute power, ev en when condi-j 
tions were most promising. 
It has been the same way in the 
American labor movement. There 
have been men in positions of 
power at local, and even national 
union levels, who so forgot them­ 
selves and the cause they served 
as to place their own drive for 
power on their own personal in­ 
terests first. 
And there have been members 
who were willing to accept econ­ 
omic gains, sometimes real but 
more often merely alleged, at the 
price of surrendering their demo­ 
cratic rights as members of a free 
trade union. 
Looking back over the past y ear 
in this perspective, the real tri­ 
umph of the labor movement has 
been not in the dramatic dealings

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Guarding Your Health

Questions and Answers 


It is quite n atural for some peo­ 
ple to fear operation s more than 
others. 
Q — Could you say somethin g 
which would giv e me a better out­ 
look on a comin g remov al of my 
ton sils? I am petrified with fear of 
it, but feei it should be d on e. 
A — The poin t is, I thin k, that a 
ton sillectomy when properly per­ 
formed , carries little risk. If n eed ­ 
ed , the patien t should d ev elop 
philosophy that he or she will feel 
much better after the operation is 
d on e an d that the d iscomfort will 
last on ly a short time. 
Q — My d augher, who is n ow 
in her sev en th mon th of pregn an cy, 
lov es d ogs v ery much. She has 
two cocker span iels an d fusses 
with them an d permits them 
to 
sleep on her bed an d hugs them 
while she is restin g. I too 
like 
d ogs, but I feel at this time my 
d aughter should n ’t han d le them so 
much. I hav e con v in ced her to 
han d le them less an d n ot hug them 
so muc. She used to d o this for 
hours at a time. 
A — There might be some risk, 
I thin k, of acquirin g in fection from 
the d ogs, particularly a parasitic 
d isease. Howev er, the behav iour of 
your d aughter toward her d ogs 
is certain ly un usual an d I thin k 
she should be urged to take a 
more n orma! attitud e toward s her 
pets as well as toward s ev ery­ 
thin g else. 
Q — Please say somethin g about 
chron ic mastitis. I should like to 


kn ow what causes this trouble an d 
what is the best way to reliv e it. 
A — By d efin ition this mean s 
a chron ic in flammation of the 
glan d ular tissue of the breast. In 
a few cases the source of in fec­ 
tion or irritation can be traced , 
but in the majority of cases the 
cause can n ot be id en tified . In on e 
of the common v arieties kn own 
as chron ic cystic mastitis, small 
lumps form in the breast. These 
usually can n ot be told apart from 
a small can cer. Hen ce the cus­ 
tomary proced ure is to hav e such 
a lump remov ed an d examin ed 
un d er the microscope. Chron ic 
cystic mastitis, if presen t, gen er­ 
ally subsid es aroun d the time of 
chan ge of life. 
Q — Does men tal illn ess hav e 
an y con n ection with a v irus in fec­ 
tion ? 
A — Most v arieties of men tal 
illn ess can n ot be traced to a v irus 
in fection . There is little reason to 
believ e that there is an y con n ec­ 
tion , with the possible exception 
of men tal d ifficulty followin g en ­ 
cephalitis or brain fev er.
